New Strains 
Could Give 
Cheaper Seed 


Help for dryland corn growers 
may be coming soon in the form 
of synthetic strains that can be- 
propagated like the old open-polli­ 
nated varieties. 
Research work, currently being 
done at the Experiment Station of 
the University of Nebraska College 
of Agriculture, under the leader­ 
ship of Dr. J ohn Lonnquist, a com 
breeder, has brought forth some of 
the following results. 
Plant breeders say that synthet­ 
ics now being developed Mid tested 
may sometime yield as well as 
hybrids. More Important, synthet­ 
ics will offer a cheaper source of 
seed for farmers who have no ir­ 
rigation to help them through dry 
seasons. 
According to Lonnquist, the eas­ 
iest way to explian what breeders 
mean by “ synthetics” is to think 
in terms of “ breeding-up” in beef 
breeding when a herd is “ graded- 
up.” 
One of the main advantages of 
this type of seed, he said, was that 
synthetic varieties will usually pro­ 
duce a plant as vigorous as the 
plant from which it was taken. 
Another advantage of the synthet- 
tics is their variability oetween 
plants, which makes them less vul­ 
nerable to extreme hazards than 
hybrids.

Lively Discussion Marks Appearance 
Of Art Experts At U Of N Galleries

A lively discussi<m of modem 
art and the criteria for selection 
of permanent collection pictures 
was led by two visiting art mu­ 
seum directors Sunday at the Uni­ 
versity of Neliraska art galleries. 
Edward H. Dwight, director of 
the Milwaukee Art Institute and 
Denis P. Myers, director of the 
Philbrook Art Center, Tulsa, Okla., 
spoke before members of the Ne­ 
braska Art Associati« ! and visitors 
in jiKlging the present NAA ex­ 
hibit. 
Dwight termed the present exhi­ 
bition “ a very good representa- 
tiwi of art being produced* today” 
and commented that it was diffi­ 
cult to make final decisions on 
the show because the works “ have 
not stood the test of time.” 


Fine CoHection 
Dw'ight also praised the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska permanent gal­ 
lery 
collection 
as 
“ remarkably 
fine.” 
Quipping that “ modern art is 
not going to last” , Myer explained 
that many (rf the college paintings 
and other more recent art forms 
are not standing up physically. 
“ Either the restorer is going to 
lie the best paid man in the art 
world or collectors will end up 
with complete losses” from some 
of the disintegrating works, Myers 
said. 
Defining an expert as “ an ordi­ 
nary 
man from out of 
town” 
Dwight explained that “ the living 
quality of some works of art is 
the final criteria for greatness.” 
He cited works that have remained 
famous over hundreds of years. 
‘Sum Of Experience’ 
Stating that a wwk of art is 
the sum experience of the human 
race in some for.m or other, Myers 
said, “ therefore, it must be judged 


against everything that preceded 
it.” 
Myers commented wi the diffi­ 
culty of keeping individual taste 
out of the selection of paintings, 
and on the difficulty <rf judging a 
new type of painting because of 
the lack of existing comparisons. 
One difficulty with collections is 
that many picures “ that wtwld be 
thrown into the fire if their crea­ 
tors remembered their existence” 
are still hung and admired in 
galleries, Dwight said. 
Norman Geske, directw of the 
university galleries, announced that 
the permanent collection selections 
have been made by the two visit­ 
ing critics and a local committee.

Farm ers and city folk alike would benefit 
through repeal of what is known as the Schroeder 
Mail Route Act, distributing a generous portion 
of gasoline tax to the counties for improv ement 
of rural mail routes.

It knows of no reason why it should 
not be repealed, notwithstanding the support for 
it, which put in a v ery v ocal appearance at a 
hearing on Senator Bixler's repeal bill.

The Problem Of Teachers 


In the best judgment of the State Board of 


Education Nebraska will hav e a 30 per cent turn­ 


ov er in its school teachers this year. 


Albeit this is a dram atic statement, it is not a 
nov el one. Teaching in recent years v aries from 
other callings in terms of high turnov er. 
At 
present the state board estimates that 2,358 of 
those who taught in Nebraska in 1955 are no 
longer teaching in Nebraska. Some hav e entered 
other fields, some hav e chosen domestic life, 
some are practicing their educational calling in 
other slates. 


In any other business such a turnov er of upper 
echelon people would be the cause of urgent and 
far« reaching reforms. 
And certainly in any 


rational approach to more economical and im ­ 
prov ed education a longer tenure is a must for 
teachers. 
It is a m atter of moment when a 
state defrays the costs of higher education for 
teachers the most of whom will apply it from 
one to fiv e years and when something more than 
2,500 drop out of the field ev ery year. 
Manifestly the teaching establishment needs a 
first rate making ov er. 
The position of the 
teacher in the community, his opportunity for 
adv ancement within his field, his pay and indeed 
almost ev erything about it could stand a pene­ 
trating inquiry. And one suspects that one of the 
great drawbacks is the lack of opportunity for 
growth and adv ancement in a field that has been 
held too cloistered. 
Exploring Form Relief 


Critics point out and the beneficiaries, who are 
the farm ers themselv es, are quick to agree that 
federal drought relief and surplus programs 
which contain few effectiv e long range remedies 
and concern themselv es with the expedient of 
picking up the check for a p art of the loss are 
an undesirable form of aid. 


In p art such criticism can be logically lev eled 
a t such agricultural creations as the soil bank 
program which endeav ors to subsidize non-pro­ 
duction as a means of getting rid of tem porary 
national food surpluses. The cost and sterility of 
euch practices lead to no new and better eras. 


Of Men And Things

Its heart may be pure gold, but if it is to pro­ 
v ide an intelligent leadership for the American 
people, then the United States Chamber of Com- 
meroe leav es a lot to be desired. Here is its 
president, John S. Coieman, warning the Ameri­ 
can people that the nation is facing “ a critical 
state of affairs.” If we are sm art, sm art as we 
should be, we will lose no time in cutting away 
the fat. 


That adv ice which the head of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce offers is at best 
a trifle belated. Here were the nation's v oters 
trudging to the polls as recently as last Nov em­ 
ber with the slogan of “ peace and prosperity” 
ring ing in their ears as a 
p art of the passionate appeal 
to retain the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration in office. Now, 
what 
has 
happened 
since 
those early Nov ember days? The Middle E ast 
c r i ^ relegated to the background briefly, flared 
up to raise fears of an impending war ov er the 
rich oil resources of that region. It is still threat- 
€ ning-*perhaps not as critically as it was—per* 
haps there has been little to change the basic 
div ision in that old region. But in Nov ember in 
term s of leadership the United States Chamber 
of Commerce gav e unfaltering support to the 
Eisenhower slogan of peace and prosperity and 
here'fiv e and a half months later it expects the 
American peonle to take it seriously when it 
giv es grim warning that the United States is 
facing “a critical state of affairs.” The chamber 
and its officials are doing this country a real 
disserv ice if they expect the American people to 
take them seriously. By their partisanship, in 
the fierlod of a few months the chamber and 
those who speak for it hav e sacrificed the pub­ 
lic’s confidence. 


Seftted W'arning 
At Best 


Rather they tend to extend and continue faults 
that better were eliminated. 
It was heartening, therefore, that Agriculture 
Secretary Benson in his recent report on agricul­ 
ture extended his thinking into new and challeng­ 
ing fields. He asked that thought be giv en to the 
extension of iixiustry into the agricultural states 
—a means of prov iding side income through earn­ 
ings outside the field of crop production. This 
is not a new idea. Middle West states are activ e 
in the promotion of that sort of div ersification. 
But the impact of federal support unquestionably 
would expand the current rate of success. 
Mr. Benscm also suggested that the agricul­ 
tural states’ tax programs be re-fashioned so 
that lower lev ies would induce conv ersion of sub­ 
m arginal land back to grazing. He believ es a 
great deal could be accomplished toward the 
goal of agricultural health through a rev iew of 
tax lev ies. He also spoke of the attractiv eness 
of expanded soil and water conserv ation pro­ 
gram s. There is little question but that those 
great program s hav e always festered regicwial 
economic recov ery. The improv ements to an area 
are well illustrated by the TVA. 
It might also be added that a decided improv e­ 
ment could be effected through the soil bank 
program where acreages presently set aside for 
nonproduction would be div erted to new types of 
production. It is fine to rest the soil and to attend 
to conserv atiOT m easures but it is also true that 
when the period of rest is ov er that sam e land, 
strengthened by’its rest, is most apt to return to 
former types of production and heighten the 
problem of surplus. Set-aside programs that, for 
instance, div ert corn land into profitable field 
seed production brings satisfactory income to the 
operator and clears the corn surplus picture. 


WASHINGTO.N — There is one 
man who’s laughing up his sleev e 
ai the midnight arrest of Team­ 
sters Boss Jim my Hoffa for alleg­ 
edly trying to bribe an agent of 
the Senate Rackets Committee. He 
is cantankerous Congressman Clare 
Hoffman of Michigan, who started 
a probe of Hoffa and the Teamsters 
three years ago. but was abruptly 
and unceremoniously stopped by 
none other than a member of the 
Eisenhower 
cabinet, 
Postm aster 
General Summerfield. 
Congressman Hoffman, Repub­ 
lican, together with Wint Smith, 
of Kansas, Republican, and Phil 
M. Landrum of Georgia. Democrat, 
were inv estigating the Teamsters, 
when suddenly word came from the 
White House v ia GOP House Leader 
Chaiiey Halleck of Indiana to call 
oft the probe. 
Hoffman was so irked that he 
made a speech on the House floor 
complaining that his subcommittee 
OP labor racketeering and welfare 
funds “ had but barely entered upon 
its inv estigation when apparently 
for political reasons it was liqui­ 
dated.” Rep. Smith also complained 
to newsmen. After the hearing on 
Detroit labor racketeering closed, 
Smi’h staled that it was being 
term inated because of “ pressure ’ 
“ Where does the pressure come 
from ?’’ Smith was asked. 
‘ From so high,” Smith told news- 


men, looking at the ceiling, “ that 
I can’t ev en discuss it.” 


DEAL WITH TEAMSTER.S 
Inside fart, as rev ealed by this 
column April 13, 1954, was that 
high Republicans in .Michigan, led 
by Postm aster General .Summer- 
Held. made a deal with the Team­ 
sters to support Sen, Homer F er­ 
guson, Repubiican, for re-election. 
In return, inv estigation of Hoffa 
and the Team sters was dropped, 
Ferguson in 1954 faced a tough 
re-election battle with the late ex- 
Sen. Blair Moody, Democrat, run­ 
ning against him. Moody died in 
the middle of the prim ary cam ­ 
paign, and Pat M cNamara, a long­ 
time member of the Detroit city 
council and a strong AFL leader, 
was nominated. In the final elec- 
fon, McNamara, to the surprise of 
ev eryone, defeated Ferguson. 
Hoffman’s probe of the Team­ 
sters had just begun to strike pay 
dirt when “ those on high” inter­ 
v ened. He was looking into al­ 
leged Team ster locals; also pres­ 
sure on automatic car-wash em ­ 
ployers to make payoffs; also in 
piope'-ty acquired by Hoffa’s wife 
Mrs. Bert Brennon, wife of 
a.iother Teamster chief, after Hoff­ 
man and Brennon had settled a 
strike in Flint, Mich.

Foiled By Ourselves 


It is disappointing both to Alaska and to the 
United States that the Aluminum Company of 
America has withdrawn its plans to build a $400 
million hydro-electric dam in the Yukon. 
A 
project of great economic significance has been 
abandoned. 
It is worth noting that the company did not 
discard its plans for business reasons. 
It was 
the result of a bad piece of statecraft 48 years 
agQi The United States forced upon Canada at 
that time a doctrine gov erning riv ers serv ing 
two nations that the upstream owners p(Misessed 
full discretion in the use and div ersion of the 
water. It was the same policy the United States 
asserted in respect to the Rio Grande where 
downstream Mexico was concerned. 
In this present case the Yukon Riv er, source of 
water for the projected dam , belongs to Canada 
and to hav e made the dam possible on U.S. soil 
the stream would hav e had to be div erted into 
the Alaskan Panhandle. It is a poor policy that 
will not work both ways and in this case the U.S. 
had to giv e up its badly needed dam. This is 
something U.S. statecraft needs to keep in mind 
the next time it is tempted to sit down and bar­ 
gain to its adv antage with a neighbor. 


You'v e nev er seen such a piece 
of furniture as now graces our 
liv ing room, thanks to the new 
power saw in our basement.

Bartholomew 
was <r.e of the 
Apostles whose life story has been 
lost to us during the centuries that 
hov e passed since he was first 
called by Jesus to be one of the 
Twelv e. 
A number of authorities believ e 
he is the sam e person as Nathan­ 
ael, mentioned in the Gospel of 
Jv ihn, (1:45-51). 
This opinion is based on the 
fact that Bartholomew is not a 
proper name, but merely serv ed to 
identify him as the son of Tolmai. 
Moreov er, the name Bartholomew 
IS nev er mentioned in the Gospel 
according to John. But in the lat- 
ter Ev angelists's list of Apostle.s, 
Nathanael is the name giv en in 
the place accorded to Bartholomew 
in the other three Oxspels. 
Scholars reason, therefore, that 
John may hav e referred to him by 
his giv en name, where the other 
three Gospel writers followed the 
Hebrew custom of calling him the 
son ot Tolmai. 


It was Philip who first told Na­ 
thanael of Jesus. And, John re­ 
lates, Nathanael replied somewhat 
contemptuously, “ Can there any 
good thing come out of N azareth?” 
But upon first seeing Jesus. Na­ 
thanael followed Him as readily as 
the ckher disciples, declaring “ Rab­ 
bi, thou art the Son of God.”

HAMILTON, Bermuda — In the 
conference to be held on this tiny 
resort island there is both a great 
opportunity and a great danger. 
When Pre.sident Eisenhower and 
Prim e Minister Harold Macmillan 
sit down together, the opportunity 
IS obv ious enough. It is to confront 
realistically the m ajor outstanding 
differences 
that 
hav e 
weakened 
the relationship between the two 
principal p artners in the western 
alliances. 
They cannot be expected to re- 
.solv e 
those 
differences 
in 
four 
days. 
The 
div ision, 
particularly 
ov er the Middle East, is too deep 
for 
that. 
But 
they 
will 
hav e 
achiev ed a great deal if they can 
prepare the way for later negotia- 
t’a is looking to ev entual agree­ 
ment. 
The danger is that the cracks in 
the alliance will be papered ov er 
with the familiar gesture of good 
will. This will giv e the impression 
that all is well. Then, when new 
trouble breaks out, neither Wash­ 
ington nor i^ondon will be prepared 
for it and public opinion in the two 
countries will be shocked to find 
that tne ail-is-well atmosphere gen­ 
erated in Bermuda was false. 


When heads of state come to­ 
gether, there is always a tenden­ 
cy to spread sunshine. By tem pera­ 
ment, a determined optimist, Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower inv ariably min­ 
imizes disagreement. Macmillan's 
gov ernment is hard-pressed at home 
and hf* needs to demonstrate that 
America and Britain are s t i l l 
working partners. 


But with the best will in the 
world, it wil. hardly be passible to 
look around the chief obstacle to 
Anglo-American harmony. That ob­ 
stacle IS President Gamal Abdel 


Nasser and his control of the Suez 
Canal. 
Macmillan wants to bring Amer­ 
ican and British policy into har­ 
mony on Egypt and the Middle 
East. That is another way of say­ 
ing the Prim e Minister hopes to 
get the 
President to agree 
on 
measures to be taken if Nasser con­ 
tinues to assert arbitrary authority 
ov er the canal. 
that point 
the Eisenhower 
administration uili hav e to fish 
or cut bait, since such a request 
comes up against the .American de­ 
sire to hold the friendship of the 
.Arab world at almost any cost. 
This IS a sore point in opinion 
in 
Britain, generating the 
anti- 
American seniiment that is real 
enough tcxlay. Ev en in gov ernment 
there is a hangov er of the bitter 
feeling 
generated 
in 
Nov ember 
when the United States v oted with 
Sov iet Russia in the United Na- 
jions to censure Britain, France 
arid Israel. 


A resolution tabled in the House 
of Commons by right-wing mem­ 
bers of the Conserv ativ e party, 
which was in effect a v ote of no 
confioence in the American policy, 
still stands. When Laborite mem­ 
bers of the Parliam ent taunted the 
Macmillan gov ernment with t h i s 
resolution, a half-hearted attem pt 
was made to explain why the res­ 
olution had not been withdrawn. 
The real reason, of course, is that 
the right-wingers, whose support 
is essential If Macmillan is to stay

Redistricting Problems 
Western, Neb.

Star: A nt^ice appeared m one of 
our local papers stating that on 
March 26 the rural parents would 
be forced to v ote on whether they 
wish to redistrict their schools. I 
say “ forced” because mast of us 
thought we had made it understood 
that, under the present conditions, 
we wished to remain as we were. 
A meeting was held here some 
months ago. Six schools had been 
asked to redistrict; one was left 
out. The one left out was closest 
to tojv n, open, and holding school; 
At this meeting, many opposed re- 
districting, 
some 
had 
petitions 
signed by the whole district in op­ 
position. The questions that were 
asked were answered only v ague­ 
ly. Transportation was promised 
but nothing specific offered. 
We 
wanted to know if the old broken- 
down school buá" would be used, 
or if parents would be paid trans­ 
portation) costs. A driv er cannot 
operate a v ehicle for less than 10 
cents a mile, and with youngsters 
both 
in 
kindergarten 
and 
the 
grades, this could amount to be­ 
tween $4 and $5 a day. 
Why isn’t the school closest to 


The answer was that they didn’t 
want to transfer. We had prev ious­ 
ly been told that we would hav e 
to send our children as far as 
Grand Island, if we did not v ote 
in fav or. This would make a long 
driv e for District 95. 
This 
article 
also stated 
that 
teachers 
c<xild 
be 
hired 
more 
dbeaply if redistricting took place. 
How can this be? We of rural 
schools pride ourselv es on hiring 
the best possible av ailable teach­ 
ers, not the cheapest we can find. 
Is it true that the Western school 
has been condemned for years? 
If so, when does the town intend 
to make the necessary repairs? 
After the redistricting? 
It is known that the We.stern 
school is crowded now, the av er­ 
age grade teacher hav ing 20 to 
30 pupils. If each of the six rural 
schools has an av erage of 10 pupils 
each, 
this 
would 
increase 
the 
grades 60 pupils, or 20 pupils more 
for each grade teacher, who has 
three grades. 
So far, we can’t see where or 
how we could possibly better our­ 
selv es or our children by redistrict­ 
ing. There isn't any improv ement 
at this time that could possibly be 
made by closing the doors on our 
r u r a l , 
uncrowded, 
well-staffed 
school. We were sure this was 
understood at that last meeting. 
Obv iously we are supposed to be 
“dumb farm ers” who just fall in 
with such one-sided affairs. 
Where is our state redistricting 
committee? It is hard to believ e 
that intelligent people would fav or

Will Sp ollig hl Week In Leg islature

The future of Nebraska’s pro­ 
gress in road building including 
the Interstate Highway 
program 
will be spotlighted in the legisla­ 
ture this week. 
And the qutcome, whatever it ii, 
may have a permanent effect on 
the state both as to transportation 
and economy. 
Many viewers of the proposed 
road programs have stated Ne­ 
braska IS at the “crossroads” and 
• point of no return” in road build­ 
ing and planning. 
And the main 
factor involved in this planning is 
iinaiicess. 
This will be the focal point erf a 
legislative hearing, scheduled for 
Thursday , in the form of LB 375. 
The bill does two things: 
Increases the state tax against 
gasoline from 6 to 7 cents and 
changes the allocation to the coun­ 
ties and the state. 
Counties Same, State More 
The proposed 
new 
proportion 
would give the counties about the 
# ame amount of money they now 
receive. The state, though, would 
materially benefit 
from the 
in­ 
creased funds. 
And although it sounds insignifi­ 
cant. an increase in gasoline taxes 
of one cent would have a profound 
effect on state road building and 
improvement. 
It would, for one 
thing, permit the full participation 
of the state in the Interstate High­ 
way program. 
According to State Engineer L. 


N. Ress, Nebraska must have at 
least an additional $4.7 million to 
match all available funds by June 
30, 1959, Almost the entire amount 
would be directed toward Inter­ 
state construction. 
$44 .Million Per Year 
In a p r og r a m recently an­ 
nounced, the State Highway De­ 
partment said it was embarking on 
a building program calling for ex­ 
penditure of $44.2 million a y ear 
for the next two y ears. 
This would be $19 million more a 
y ear than the present building rate 
of around $25 million. 
With the 
Interstate tossed in. it would be $31 
million more a y ear for the total 
capable construction capacity of 
$168 million in three y ears.

Funds now also are available 
for partial construction of s e g- 
ments of the interstate, with the 
Millard-Gretna link—first in the 
state—possibly up for bids in May. 
Short $7.5 Million 
But, according to Engineer Ress, 
the state will be short $7.5 million 
in matching funds at all levels by 
June of 1959. In a recent hearing 
before the Budget Committee of 
the Legislature, Ress placed the 
emphasis on immediate action. 
The program is “.so big,” Ress 
said, that “ if you ever get behind 
you will never catch up.” 
In its original program, Congress 
set up plans for the Interstate to 
coincide with a period of economic 
slump. Renewed emphasis, though, 
has put the proposed 41,000-mile 
highway in the light of m defense 
need. 
Both of these factors are expected 
to be foremost in the minds of 
the legislators considering LB 375 
this week. And whatever the de­ 
cision, the effects will be lasting. 


Reds Stir British Refugee Trouble 


LONDON (INS) — Communist 
agents among the Hungarian ref­ 
ugees in Britain are exploiting 
deteriorating relations between the 
refugees and their hosts.

WASHINGTON Wi «•» President 
Eisenhower is exp ected to advise 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
at Bermuda this week that the 
United States is p rep ared to g ive 
Britain limited assistance in be­ 
coming an atomic military p ower. 
Final detals of the p lan were 
•aid by dip lomatic officials to be 
subject to further neg otiation. 
But in p rincip le the United States 
was rep orted to have decided to 
p rovide Britain with such devices 
as g uided missiles for carrying 
atomic exp losives. 
The atomic 
warheads cannot under American 
law be furnished to any foreig n 
p ower, however friendly, but in 
event of emerg ency it is conceiv­ 
able, officials said, that the law 
could be chang ed quickly and war­ 
heads which have been rep orted 
stored in the Europ ean area mig ht 
be sup p lied. However, Britain is 
develop ing its own atomic weap ons 
qn an increasing scale, accord­ 
ing to information here, and the 
p resent p rosp ect is that the Brit­ 
ish in time will p rovide their own 
warheads.

British g overnment has been mak­ 
ing p lans for heavy manp ower cuts 
in order to reduce exp enses.

The United States has urg ed the 
British not to reduce their forces 
committed to the North Atlantic 
treaty org anization to such an ex­ 
tent that it would create a sweep ­ 
ing wave of military cutbacks 
throug hout western Europ e. 
There have been some indica­ 
tions that the British are resp on­ 
sive to the American viewp oint, 
and that esp ecially in the case of 
their 80,000 men in western Ger­ 
many they will slow down the re­ 
duction p rocess in order to avoid 
any quick weakening of NATO 
streng th there.
